- HOW CAN WORKMEN'S INDO. 
LENOK BE ENDED? 


Engineering, disovesing the various wyse| 


temia of remanerating labour, contends that 
there is « need for some mutual arrange: 
“ment wherghy, waste in the workshop, 
whother it be of time or materials, shall be 
averted, or, if that be impossible, minimis. 
ed. That there aro men who will shirk 
their duty, whenever possible, goes without 
naying, All mon of experience know that 
such ia tho ease, and no ono is hardy enough 
to defend it. In the Amalgamated Society 
of Engincers, in the Boiler-Makers’ and 
iron Shipbuilders’ Society, and other 
trades-etaps have been taken to get tid of 
malingorers; but the men dealt with are 
- ‘those only who rob the Society and 
thoir brother-membora by being on the 
funds whon work is available, if the man is 


industrious enough to seek it, and suber |, 


enough to retain it when obtained, That 
is, of course, just the clags of mun most 
likely to shirk an honeut fair day's work 
whon employed ; but it is to be foarod that 
thero are others, though not so had, whodo 
not throw themsclves into their work as. 
they ought to do on the principle of a fair 
day's work for o fair doy'a wage, Thoy 
may not be actuated by malice afore- 
thought, but they «ra naturally indolent. 
It they have avy snorgy at all, itis ex. 
pendod in sports and pastimes. Severay 
dovicoa have been tried to induco work- 
men to do their Jovel best during working 
hours, and rome success has attended these 
efforts. Profit-eharing and industrial 
partnorships have been tried on a large 
scale, with excellent resulte, But a large 
section of employers Jo not care to try any 
of theso ayatom. Tho bonua systom scoms 
to many a possible solution of tha problem. 
Tho Engineers, it sams, have consented to 
adopt it, and they resent any attempt to 
aboliah it. It must be understood that the 


Amalgamated Socioty docs nat belong to 
the Engincering and Shipbuilding Trades 
Federation, whove condemnation of tho 
system was- published Jast week. Some 
of the labour leaders vigorously protest 
againat it, others aro more guarded. That 
there may be defocts in the syatem may ba 
conceded ; but whatis wanted ig that esch 
workman shall honestly.do his part to earn 
hia wages, and that, at the samo time, the 
speedier und better workman ebull reap the 
rewatd of his suporior skill and hin moro 
varnest industry. Workmon must remom- 
bar that. if they rendor poor service for the | 
wages paid, thay aro just as much siweatera 
ag aro employers who try tv foroa down 
wages, Tho much-vaunted trado-union 
rolo is a fair day’a wago for a fair day's 
work, Jf the workman fails to porform the 
lnttor, he ia violating his own professed 
principlos, and is playing the sneak,
